
PART FOUR:  RHODE ISLAND HOUSING AFFORDABILITY 
 
 
 Many factors influence the cost of housing.  Interest rates, land and construction costs, 
market pressures, and regulatory costs predominate.  But housing affordability is also a function 
of income and/or the availability of subsidy for both the owner and renter populations.  Part Four 
presents a wide array of information demonstrating affordability as a consequence both of cost 
and of economy.   
 
 City and town tables have been designed to present Median and Average Rents, Fair 
Market Rents and Income Eligibility Criteria for Rental Subsidies, Median Monthly Costs of 
Owner and Renter Housing as a Percentage of Household Income, Rent Burden: the Percentage 
of Income Expended for Rent by Households with Varying Incomes, Median Value of Owner-
Occupied Housing, Tax Rates by Class of Property, Median and Average Property Taxes Paid, 
and Sales Abstracts (Number of Sales, Median Sales Price, and  Average Sales Price of Single 
and Multi- Family Residential Properties).  
 
 Also included in this section is a line graph illustrating fluxuating Mortgage Interest 
Rates over the past six years for 30-year fixed, 15-year fixed, and 1-year adjustable rate 
mortgages. 
 
 Several tables and graphs in this section have been created from data sets extracted from 
the U.S. Census Bureau, Rhode Island Office Municipal Affairs - Tax Equalization Section, 
Rhode Island Housing, U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development, and press reports.
